THE CHAHBKR OF COMMERCE. 


(rossip About the Agricultural Fair, 
Which w ill Commenc? on 
Monday. 


The lait preliminary meeting previous 
to the reorganization of the Produce 
F/Xchange took place yesterday afternoon 
at the rooms of the Board of Trade. 
There were about thirty gentlemen pres­ 
ent, representing the principal firms of 
the city dealing in produce.

Secretary Ward explained how the 
room was to be arranged with black 
boards and sample tables. 
Mr. Edwards moved that the daily 
calls begin next Monday morning at 11 
o’clock. 
The motion was seconded by 
Mr. S. B. Lewis and carried. 
It was moved that a committee of five 
be appointed to take in hand the revis­ 
ing of the constitution, as it provided for 
the limit of membership at fifty, and in 
several other particulars was not adapted 
to the present needs of the organization. 
The motion was carried, and C. W. 
Hicks, M. D. Johnson, W. F. Turner, 
H. Bartning and J. Booty were nomi­ 
nated to serve on the committee. 
There was some discussion of the mat­ 
ter of samples and sample tables, and of 
a daily report of prices current. Mr. 
Keach said that hd hoped the farmers 
and producers generally wonld come 
to 
understand 
that 
the 
objects 
of 
the 
Exchange 
were 
in 
the 
highest 
degree 
favorable 
to 
them. 
The organization would estab­ 
lish definite prices and arrang efor a 
proper distribution of products at the 
places where they were iu demand in a 
way to be of the highest benefit to pro­ 
ducers. 
He believed that if farmers 
really understood the object of the Ex­ 
change they would many of them be glad 
to become members anil offer their pro­ 
ducts in the open board. The speaker 
favored the publication of some circular 
letter to lay the matter before the pro­ 
ducers of this section. It was finally de­ 
cided to appoint a special committee of 
three to get out a circular of this sort and 
attend to its distribution. Messrs. Keach, 
Patterson and Long were appointed as 
this committee. 
After the discussion of some other mat­ 
ters of minor importance the meeting 
adjourned. 


CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 


T h e B o a rd o f B lrecto r* H o ld * a 
M eetin g. 
The regular weekly meeting ef the 
Board of Directors of the Chamber of 
Commerce took place yesterday afternoon 
at the rooms on First street.

At an early age he 
was taken to Jacxson, Mississippi, where 
he was raised. 
He stated that he does 
not remember ever feeing his father or 
mother. 
His m other died when he was 
a mere child. 
He does not seem to 
know who his father was. He was taken 
from Jackson to Vicksburg by a Mrs. 
Sanguinetti, who was bringing him up. 
Here he was given to a Mrs. Rose Wil­ 
liams, who was supposed to be his aunt. 
H e remained with ner some years. With 
Mrs. wanguinetti he passed under that 
nam e, and with M rs. W illiams he was 
known by her nam e. 
He knew Arthur 
Gorham from the time he was 7 years 
old. H e first m et this person when he 
was about 16 years old, in 1884. 


HE BEGAN TO DO BUSINESS 
For Gorham about this time. This was 
in November of that year, and they were 
at K ansas City. 
W illiams went down to 
Mexico with a companion, and returned 
to Kansas City to m eet Mr. Gorham. 
They met at a hotel there. 
He always 
had understood that Gorham was his 
godfather, and th at it was he who pro­ 
vided for him . At Kansas City he asked 
Gorham as to where he was to spend the 
winter. He did not want tó go South 
again. It was arranged that he was to 
accompany Gorham, and they went to 
Chicago, Boston, New York and other 
cities. This trip took op four months. 
W illiams was merely a companion to 
Gorham. 
He 
was 
too 
young 
to 
do 
much 
business 
at 
that 
time. 
In 
1885 
he 
began 
to 
do business for Gorham. He “ began 
to have confidential relations” at that 
time with Gorham. 
They were around 
Kansae City a good deal during the next 
few years. Gorham introduced Williams 
generally as his nephew. 
After two or 
three years A rthur G orham ’s nephew, 
Frank, began to make trouble between 
the two. 
As W illiam s puts it, this jeal­ 
ous relative “ began raising a muss” be­ 
tween them. 


“ I COULD DO ANYTHING I WISHED.” 
In answer to a question as to what he 
could do with Gorham, Williams stated 
that he could do anything he wanted to 
do. He signed his checks and papers. 
He signed checks, or drafts, frequently. 
The first tim e he signed 
Gorham’s 
nAme to a check was in St. Louis, 
in the Southern hotel. 
It was for $500. 
It was paid bv the clerk of the hotel. 
Williams went to the clerk and asked 
him if he could draw for tome money. 
The clerk said he did not know. 
W il­ 
liams told him to wire an inquiry, and 
the answer came back that it was all 
right. The clerk paid the money. 
Both 
the clerk and the proprietor of the hotel 
saw him sign the nam e “ A rthur Gor­ 
ham ” to the draft. This was two years 
ago. 
A rthur Gorham does business with 
three banks. 
W illiams told the clerk to 
wire to one of these banka. 
He did so, 
and the money was paid on the answer. 
The next draft to which Williams 
affixed 
G orham ’s name was 
drawn 
a t Galveston, Texas. 
He was there 
on a visit and wanted money, drew 
a check and got the fnnds. It was for 
$500. 
He nearly always drew for that 
am ount. 
Williams had an understand­ 
ing with Gorham, th at when he wanted 
money he was to wire Gorham and find 
out where he was. 
H e was not to draw 
too often on the sam e bank, and not to 
draw at all until he had got a message 
that Gorham was at this particular bank 
and th at it was all right. 
The witness here stated that Gorham 
is about 48 years old. 
The next check, or draft, that W il­ 
liam s made was in 8t. Louis. It was 
m ade in the office of a m an named 
Booth, a decorator in St. Louis. 
At this 
tim e W illiams was about to go to New 
York, and from there he was to go to 
London. To this sm all check, as usual, 
he signed the name of Gorham, and the 
money came. 
Mr. W illiams’ next dip into G orham ’s 
bank account was made in New York. It 
was a day or two after W ashington’s 
birthday. 
W illiams said he knew this 
because he got to New York on the day 
of the birth of the m an who never told a 
lie. This draft was for $500. It was in 
1888. He got the money. Gorham was 
in New Y ork at the tim e, and gave the 
defendant a check oat of’ his book, and 
th e am ount was paid by a New York 
bank. 
W illiams signed the check, but 
used A rthur Gorham’s name. 
He gave 
W illiams six blank checks on that occa­ 
sion. The next check he drew was in 
Chicago. 
H e did not draw any to get 
money to go to Europe. Gorham gave 
him and W. C. Prosser, a chum of his, 
$3,600 to make th at 
trip. 
He gave 
him three bills for $1,000 each and 
one for $600. 
The two went to Europe 
to see the cathedrals, etc. 
They went 
on the steamer City of Home. Gorham 
had this money he gave them in his 
pockets. 


“ t h e o l d u a n c o m e s t o t im e .’ 
W hen W illiams came 
back 
from 
Europe Gorham m et him by appoint­ 
ment in New York. 
They had corres­ 
ponded by wire. 
W illiams here stated that the District 
Attorney had all these telegrams in his 
possession. 
Quite an interesting discussion here 
took 
place 
between 
Lawyer 
H ar­ 
desty 
in d 
the witness 
a#-* to the 
G 
.pers of the defendant, which he 
tima ted had been gotten from him in a 
way he did not likd. After this he went 
on to tell how Gorham had met him in 
New York. In answer toa suggestive ques­ 
tion, which seemed to mean a good deal 
the way it w is put, Williams said “ Yes 


sir! 
He came to tim e.” 
The intima­ 
tion waa too plain that Williams had 
some sort of nold on the “ old man,” 
which made it unsafe to refuse to com­ 
ply with his demands. 
W ith 
Gorham 
Williams went 
to 
Philadelphia and thence to Chicago. 
There Gorham bought a ticket to Son 
Francisco, by way of Los Angeles, for 
W illiams. Gorham signed the nam e of 
Arthur Gorham, Jr., to this. 
On this 
the defendant came to California. When 
he got to Los Angeles he stayed over for 
some deys. 
He had a good deal of 
money with him . 


a w o l f in f in e c l o t h in g . 
H ere the attorney for the defense in­ 
troduced a list of nam es of dentists, tail­ 
ors and what not, with whom Williams 
had business relations. 
A specimen 
brick of this part of the edifice is one 
Wolf, a dealer in gents’ furnishing goods. 
W illiams went on to state that this K an­ 
sas City dealer, whenever he got any­ 
thing particularly fine in the way of 
“ daily gear,” as the Scotchman save, de 
rigueur, he would send word to the hotel, 
and Williams would go down and select 
such things as he thought wonld become 
his complexion, or make symmetrical 
his manly form. 
W illiams, it will be 
recollected, was the glass 
of 
fash­ 
ion 
for 
no 
end 
of 
the 
young 
bloods 
of 
the 
Angelic 
City, 
and his Bcarfs and neckwear were the 
admired of all admirers. For these little 
trifles Williams ran up large bills, and 
Gorham always paid them . 
He told 
these people that W illiams was his 
nephew, and that all these little m atters 
were all right. 


IN CONTEMPT OF COURT. 
During the narration of these m atters 
the District Attorney frequently made 
objections. 
He alleged among other 
things that Mr. Brooks was “ leading the 
witness.” 
The 
Court 
warned 
Mr. 
Brooks 
not 
to put these questions 
in a leading or suggestive form anym ore, 
and not to repeat the same question. 
The Court stated that in case of such an 
infraction of the rales of taking evidence 
again he would fine the attorney. 
Mr. 
Brooks put the next question in such a 
way that the Court looked upon it seem­ 
ingly as if done in the way of defiance. 
He therefore ordered the reporter to take 
down an order of the Court fining Mr. 
Brooks $25 for contempt, and committing 
him to jail at the rate of one day for each 
dollar until the fine was paid. 


w h a t w il l ia m s d id on t h is co a st. 
The defendant then went on to state 
that when he arrived in Los Angeles he 
went to the Nadeau. 
He registered as 
A. C. W illiams and went up to his room. 
In a short time he returned downstairs 
and m et Mr. Maynes. 
The gentleman 
greeted him kindly and shook hands. 
e stayed at the Nadeau a few dayB, 
during which time he gave Mr. Maynes 
bills Tor $100 on different occasions to 
get change for him. 
He had $700 or 
$800 when he left here to go on to San 
Francisco. From the Bay City W illiams 
journeyed to Victoria, Seattle and Port­ 
land and back to San Francisco. Soon after 
this he met Maynes near the entrance 
to the Baldwin Theatre. 
W illiams was 
staying at the Baldwin Hotel. 
Maynes 
was at the Occidental,and asked Williams 
to call there. 
H e was registered at the 
Baldwin as A. C. Williams. 
He went 
to the Occidental with his own team to 
take Maynes and his wife out riding. 
Before the drive he asked Maynes to go 
with him to the Nevada Bank as he 
wished to draw some money. 
He ex­ 
plained to Maynes about being identified 
as Arihur Gorham, telling all about that 
phase of his affairs. Maynes went to the 
bank to identify him , but they did not 
know Maynes, and would not take his 
identification. Maynes then took him to 
a cigar store 
not 
far off and 
in­ 
troduced 
him 
to 
the 
clerk 
as 
Arthur Gorham. 
Williams then went 
out with Mr. and Mrs. Maynes, and 
afterwards went to the cigar store, where 
the clerk introduced him to the proprie­ 
tor. and the proprietor went to the Ne­ 
vada Bank and identified him. 
He got 
$500 by the use of Arthur Gorham’s name 
on that occasion. There were no ques­ 
tions asked about it. Tbe draft was duly 
honored. 
W hen Mr. Maynes took him 
tQ the bap^ he introduced hjc; a*» Gor­ 
ham. 
He always urew his drafts in the 
name of Gorham. 
He had a definite 
understanding with the “ bid m an” to do 
this. It was to throw Frank and Jim 
Gorham off the track. 
The “ old m an1 
only exacted th a t he should let him 
know he was about to make a draft. 
This was so as to “ fix” it with the cash­ 
iers of the banks. Williams did not try 
to counterfeit Gorham’s 
handwriting. 
H e merely signed Arthur 
Gorham’s 
name in his own handwriting, and the 
“ old m an” had to “ fix” it with the bank 
clerks to pay the money on these drafts. 
After this first draft, through the 
Nevada Bank, W illiams drew a second 
for $50. 
This was for the Johnstown 
sufferers after the flood. 
That draft was 
duly paid. 


THE LAST DRAFT. 
W illiams came back here June 2d, 
1889. 
He rode up to the Nadeau. 
Maynes was in the door, and s a id : 
“ Hello! why I thought you were dead or 
had gone back East.” W illiams ex­ 
plained to him where he had been in the 
interim . He still had some money when 
he returned to Los Angeles. After a 
while this gave out and he wanted more. 
Maynes agreed to identify h :m, and took 
him to the Southern California National 
Bank, but said he knew some of the 
people in the Farm ers and Merchants 
Bank, and he would prefer to do busi­ 
ness there. They went there, and Wil­ 
liams was introduced to H arry Fleishman. 
O. W. Childs, Jr., sent on a telegram 
to make inquiry if a draft made by Ar­ 
thur Gorham would be good for $500, 
and, a satisfactory reply being received, 
he drew as usual, got the money from 
the bank, and in a day or two left here 
for San Francisco, where he was soon 
after arrested. A rthur Gorham was not 
at the bank, and Jim , his -nephew, got 
the dispatch, wired it was all right, and 
then, when the draft was made, had 
Williams arrested for forgery. The F ar­ 
mers and Merchants Bank came back on 
Maynes, and he had to pay the am ount of 
the draft, plus expenses, $510. Williams 
claims 
that 
he never pretended to 
Maynes that he was Gorham. 
Maynes 
always introduced 
him as Williams. 
Maynes told Mrs. Padelford and others, 
among them O. W. Childs, Jr., that he 
knew Williams’ people in the East, in 
Boston. 
Williams swore that he had no 
intention of forging tbe name of G orham ; 
that he had no intention of defrauding 
the bank, Mr. Mavnes, or any one; that 
he had full faith Gorham would pay 
this draft as he had all the others, 
lie 
was rather theatrical as he said this, 
adding, “ Before my God, I thought so.’ 
He was misled by “ Jim ’s” false tele­ 
gram or all would be right. 
CROSS-EXAMINATION. 
Here Mr. Brooks let go his hold, and 
the District Attorney took up the cross­ 
examination. 
H e stated that Deputy 
Sheriff Wray aked him once of all names 
which was the right one. H e told the 
officer they were all bis names, 
Gor­ 
ham , 
Sanguinetti and Blake. 
Here 
an 
order to 
a landlady 
on 
Pod 
street, San Francisco, to give W ray hi* 
papers and little things was Introduced, 
Williams explained that when &e,wa* in 


Portland he met a girl who said she 
wanted to come to Ssn Francisco to go 
on the stage. 
H e told her he would 
bring her down. 
That waa why he waa 
at th e house on Post street. There were 
a lot of papers, pictures of the “ old 
m an” and other things which he thought 
he m ight find useful, so he sent for them . 
He signed it Blake. 
That was not a fic­ 
titious nam e. 
It was one of the nam es 
he had been known under. 
Mrs. 
Sanguinetti had rem arried and acquired 
the name of Blake. W illiams ran away 
from Mrs. Rose Williams and went back 
to Mrs. Sanguinetti, then Mrs. Blake, 
and took that name while there. 
Wray 
told the defendant he did not get the 
things he went for. He told W illiams the 
Nevada Bank wanted him , and urged 
him to cross the bay with him , so as to 
K 
‘; out of San Francisco county. 
The 
putv Sheriff also told him the money 
he had would be attached, or garnisheed, 
and his watch and all he had. H e told 
W ray to sell his watch so as to get him a 
little m one^ 
H ere Williams took a good deal of 
quiet satisfaction in roasting W ray. 
H e 
said the Deputy Sheriff had told him he 
was cranky about peculiar coins and 
pretty pins, coveting a cane and a cameo 
pin of his prisoner. 
He also alleged that 
Wray took his valise and changed it for 
a poor old thing of his own, and that he 
tried to get a pair of sum m er pants away 
from him . 
He swore also that Wray 
abstracted a manicure set from his valise, 
and added, “ It was made of oxidized 
silver; that is why W ray wanted it.” 
He went on to tell more about h is 
polyglot supply of nam es. 
He said he 
went to the Jesuit College at New O r­ 
leans as Sangninetti. H e did not know 
w hether or not that was his true nam e. 
TELLTALE LETTERS. 
Here the Deputy District Attorney in­ 
troduced a lot of letters signed by many 
of the aliases of Williams. 
He identi­ 
fied many of them , but refused to adm it 
that two of them were his. 
They were 
a lot of begging letters beseeching Gor­ 
ham 
to 
help 
him . 
The 
point 
was to Bhow 
he 
had 
no 
power 
to 
draw 
on 
Gorham, 
or 
he 
would not be obliged to beg for money. 
He explained that in October, 1888, he 
had a quarrel with Gorham which was 
not healed until December 27th of that 
year, when Gorham came to see him , 
and got on a big jamboree. Williams 
took care of him, and sent him back to 
the ranch with Jack Daily. H e lent 
Gorham $05 on this occasion, which he 
sent back by Daily. 
In cross-question­ 
ing WilliamB on dates, H ardesty broke 
him up badly once or twice, but the 
prosecuting attorney neglected to press 
the m atter home, and W illiams rallied 
in fine ehape and recovered his non­ 
chalance perfectly. 
WAS WILLIAMS EVER IN THE PENITENTIARY ? 
Hardesty asked W illiams if he had 
ever told a lady that he had been in the 
Joliet Penitentiary for being 
caught 
wearing a set of jewelry which had been 
stolen. 
W illiams made a great point on 
the word “ lady,” and when tim e, place 
and circumstance were nam ed, he said 
he knew no lady named Ackerman, but 
that he knew a prostitute of th at name. 
He did not deny making such a statem ent 
and the prosecution aid not press him 
for an answer. 
Here another attem pt to 
get the letter in waa made, but W illiams 
denied that it was his. It was a letter 
written from the Joliet Penitentiary, 
which stated that the writer had been in 
jail from some time in December of that 
year to the date of the letter, some time 
in February. It was to A rthur Gorham, 
and begged him to procure a pardon for 
the writer. 
This was signed “ A. 8an- 
guinetti.” 
W illiams 
says it is not 
his 
letter; 
that the writer 
is 
a 
son 
of 
Mrs. 
Sangninetti, 
who 
brought him up. The other paper which 
Gorham would not acknowledge, was a 
promissory note signed aB the letter, “ A. 
Sangninetti.” The purpose of introducing 
the letter from Joliet is to impeach W il­ 
liams’ testimony, as he swore positively 
that he never waa in a crim inal court 
before this trial. 
As to his relations to Gorham, all Wil­ 
liams would say was that he was his 
protege. 
He said he never was bell boy 
at an hotel. 
He 
attended to Gor­ 
ham 
when 
he 
was 
sick. 
He 
often 
wan 
dead 
drunk 
for 
days. 
Oa these occasions Williams kept tbe 
“old m an’s friends away from him .” H e 
“ had too many friends.” 
POOR ORTHOGRAPHY. 
One of W illiams’ begging letters to 
Gorham was as follows: 
B o st o n , Mass., Dec. 23. 
A r t h u r : 
I forgot to tell you I had 
written Clark of Kansas City a tetter, bat 
I only asked him if he new whare you 
was at, it is very coaid today and I did 
not go out. A rthur you m ust do w hat I 
asked you to do for I want to go to 
Europ and you no that is the only 
way to get rid of me. I hope you will 
not make me do anything that I would 
not like to do. I no M rs 
and have 
seen yon boath but I have helt m y tung. 
I seen a Miss Moss your neace in front of 
those house I think it was here. 
She is 
a blond. I hope you will answer imme­ 
diately for I am out of everything so good 
by I m ost mail this at the postoffice or it 
wont go to-night. 
Be liberal in your gift 
to me for I will be dead forever more. I 
am your 
A. C h a r l e s B l a k e . 
It is not model in the way of spelling. 
During the reading of Jhe letter Mr. H ar­ 
desty tried 
to make some fun out of 
this defect. Mr. Brooks took exceptions 
on the grounds that W illiam s was not on 
trial for his spelling. 
In th e way of ex­ 
cuse 
for 
his 
client he stated that 
in the part of the country where Wil­ 
liams was raised they spelled more by 
the sound than the letters. 
As the dis­ 
tinguished counsel for th e defenee was 
a Missourian schoolmaster, this testi­ 
mony may be taken as that of an expert, 
is w illia m s g o r h a m ’s s o n ? 
Ju st before 
the court 
adjourned, 
Williams acknowledged th at be had told 
District Attorney Kelly that Gorham had 
owned him as his son, and added: “ And 
I can prove it, too.” He m eant he could 
grove that Gorham had so acknowledged 


W illiams’ manner on the witness- 
stand is decidedly good in the main. 
He was faultlessly dressed, and gener­ 
ally made his replies in a straightforward 
manner, without hesitation. He is cool 
in m anner, positive in his statements, 
and decidedly chipper in his replies. 
If 
he is not telling tlje truth he is a smooth 
one; and if th e prosecution ha9 not a 
good deal of rebnttal testimony to put iu, 
it will be hard to convict the sprightly 
dude.

Government Lands. 


S VRKS CRITICISED BY STONE. 


Annual R eport of the Acting Com­ 
m issioner of the General 
Land Office. 


f Associated Press Dispatches to the Herald. | 


W a s h i n g t o n , September 19.—The as 
n u il report of the Acting Commissioner 
of the General Land Office, W illiam M, 
Stone, has been subm itted to the Secre­ 
tary of the Interior. 
In opening his re­ 
port, Commissioner Stone refers to the 
accumulation of business in the office 
w hich had been left over from former 
Adm inistrations, and which was partly 
due to the increasing work of local land 
offices. The system in force, he says, 
was not promotive of a speedy dispatch 
of business, especially in the case of the 
Board of Review created by Commis­ 
sioner Sparks, which he abolished as a 
hindrance to good, safe and quick work 
in 
the 
office. 
Comm enting 
on 
M r. Sparks’ “ unfortunate and unw ar­ 
ranted suspicions th a t a widespread 
system of fraud was prevalent,” and Mr. 
Sparks’ assertion th a t “ the proportion 
of fraudulent filings to th e total nnm ber 
of filings made and relinquished m ay be 
estimated in ronnd num bers at 100 per 
cent,” Mr. Stone say s: 
“ The wholesale 
arraignm ent of claim ants on the public 
domain should not have been made 
w ithont most conclusive evidence to sus­ 
tain it.” 
The report goes on to say that no 
general misconduct on th e part of west­ 
ern settlers has been fonnd. 
Daring the year, 70,147 agricultural 
patents were issued, covering 11,791,119 
acres of laud, an increase over the pre­ 
ceding year of more than 3,000,000 acres. 
Mineral patents to the num ber of 913, 
covering an acreage of 17,096, were 
issqed. There were patented for the 
benefit of 
railroads under the law, 
-625,046 acres, aud under swamp land 
grants to States, 259,721 acres. 
State 
selections under educational grants were 
approved to the extent of 123,350 acres, 
and lands to Indians patented under 
various acts to the am ount of 159,390. 
The total cash receipts of the office 
from sales of land and fees, were $9.270,­ 
225, a decrease of more than $3,000,000 
as compared with th e previous year. 
Daring the year snrveys were accepted 
to the am ount of 544,372 acres, princi­ 
pally in Dakota, M ontana and New Mex­ 
ico. 
Commissioner Stone calls attention “ to 
certain allowances m ade to Deputy Sur­ 
veyors by the First Comptroller of the 
Treasury in the years 1886 and 1887, 
which, m my opinion, were grossly irreg­ 
ular, and 
a palpable 
usurpation of 
powers and duties specially belonging to 
the Commissioner of the General Land 
Office.” 
The report refers to the unsettled con­ 
dition of private land claims in New 
Mexico and Arizona, and the urgent 
need of Congressional action to settle 
titles in these Territories. 
Referring to the act of March 3. 1887, 
which authorizes the Secretary of the In­ 
terior to adjust each of the railroad 
grants, and if any have been errone­ 
ously certified or patented, to commence 
proceedings to cancel them, the report 
states th at of the pending selections 21,­ 
660,846 acreB have 
been 
suspended 
awaiting action by Congress. 
Attention is called to the fact that 
more than 80,000,000 of land have been 
claimed under the Swamp Land act, in 
various States. 
Florida alone, while 
having a total area of but 37,931,520 
acfee, having lists filed for 22,221,469 
acres of swamp land. 
“ There can be no 
doubt,” says the report, “ that large 
quantities of land, am ounting to millions 
of acres, have been patented to th e State 
erroneously as swam p, when, in fact, 
they were and are good agricultural 
lands.” 
The work of exam ining ex parte m in­ 
eral entries is said to be two and a half 
years in arrears. The report recommends 
th at when a homestead or pre-emption 
claim ant receives a patent and mineral 
is discovered subsequently on his claim, 
his certificate of entry shall act as a bar 
to any mining claim upon the discovery 
made subsequent to th e entry. 
The report recommends the repeal of 
all laws relating to public tim ber, and the 
enactm ent of a general law, plain, con­ 
cise and unm istakable in meaning. 
Fewer fraudulent entries have been 
made daring the year than for many 
Íears past, owing to increased vigilance, 
ut several cases are mentioned in the 
report where syndicates sought to obtain 
coal land by fraudulent m eans, and in 
one case, had they succeeded, the com­ 
mission alone wonld have am ounted to 
$550,000. 
The opening of Oklahoma is referred 
to as the most im portant event for sev­ 
eral years in the adm inistration of the 
land office. 


A WEST INDIAN RIOT. 


Rumored Bloodsked at 
N avau a 
laland-Am orlcana K illed. 


W a s h i n g t o n , September 19.—A cable­ 
gram has been received at th e Depart­ 
ment of State from th e Consul at King­ 
ston, Jam aica, saying that a riot oc­ 
curred 
at 
Navassa 
island in 
the 
Caribbean sea in which a number of 
Americans were killed. 
The Consul 
says at his request a British w arship left 
Jam aica for the scene immediately upon 
the receipt of the news. It was learned 
a t the Navy D epartm ent that the Galena 
is now on the way to Navassa, and will 
probably arrive tomorrow. She was at St. 
Nicholas Mole, H ayti, when the news of 
the riot was received at W ashington, and 
was at once sent to Navassa. This island 
is under no particular jurisdiction, but is 
regarded as under th e protection of the 
United States. 
It is said to be owned 
by an American com pany of which Gen­ 
eral B. F. Butler is a member. 
It is 
about 250 miles from Kingston, and is a 
guano island. 
B a ltim o re , September 19.—The Na- 
vaeaa Phoephate Company owns the 
island where the riot is reported to have 
oocurred. 
Y esterday they received a 
cablegram from the master of one of 
their vessels, referring to a revolution 
there, but giving no particulars. 
An­ 
other cable was received 
today and 
made no mention of it. 


New r Canadian Pacific Line. 
O tta w a , Ont., Septem ber 19.—An im ­ 
portant railway deal has been consum­ 
m ated here. The charter and franchise 
of the N orthwestern railw ay,which starts 
at Brandon, have been transferred to an 
E n g lish Lvudicate.

h as a ciyit&i of $10,000,000, an d th e rails 
for th e first fitly m iles of th e road are 
now on the w ay. 
i o e B randon railway 


will be pushed to Battleford next year, 
and there will be no let-up until the 
Pacific ocean is reached by way of Battle 
inlet. The road will follow th e line sur­ 
veyed *by the Mackenzie government for 
the Northern Pacific, and traverses a 
splendid agricultural country. 


A CHANGE IN PRACTICE. 


Win do in Reinstates tbe Old Rule In 
Regard to Buying Silver. 


W a s h i n g t o n , September 
19.—Secre­ 
tary Windom has decided that in the 
purchase of silver for coinage into stand­ 
ard silver dollars, he will hereafter ac­ 
cept the lowest offers for the am ount re­ 
quired , provided the price is within the 
m arket rate as required by law. This 
reverses the practice of the Department 
nnder the last Administration of m ak­ 
ing conuter-offers, 
and is a return to 
th e practice which prevailed prior to 
1885. The chaDge in practices is said to 
be due to representations by b a k e rs 
and others that the practice of making 
counter-offers was in effect an attem pt 
by the Government to “ bear” the silver 
m arket by forcing down the rate. 
Sec­ 
retary Windom, in speaking of the m at 
ter this afternoon, said his action meant 
nothing more than appeared on the sur­ 
face, and was not to be understood as 
indicating any change in the policy of 
the Administration in the m atter of tho 
coinage of silver.

was given to the jnry. The jury soon re­ 
turned a verdict of gnilty of atrocions 
assault. 
Mrs. H amilton was led intp the court 
room, and when the foreman of the jury 
declared the verdict she fell in a swoon 
on the floor. 
This most dram atic scene 
brought tears to alm ost every eye in the 
court room . 
She was sentenced to two 
years in State’s Prison.

Late varieties have been so much bruised 
by coming in contact with each other, 
owing to high winds, that they have 
rotted and iallen from the trees. In 
H unterdon county alone the loss is esti­ 
mated at $100,000. Some orchards lost 
1,000 baskets each. 


Negro murderers. 
J a s p e r , Fla., September 19.—Tuesday 
night three negro gamblers tried to force 
a gang of railroad construction men into 
a game of cards. The latter refused. 
The gamblers opened fire, killing one 
and wounding three, one of whom will 
die. Bill Oates, one of the attacking 
party, is under arrest.

Burned on the Lake. 
C l e v e l a n d , Ohio, September 19.—The 
body of another man, one of the nice 
on board the steam yacht Leo, lost in 
Monday’s storm , was found today. The 
clothes and face were burned. There 
was a lot of naptha on board for fuel, 
and it is beiieved it exploded in the 
midst of the storm. The watches of the 
dead men stopped at 3 o’clock. 


Bluecoate Cannot Vote.

plaint having been made to the W ar 
)epartm ent that some United States 
troops, stationed on the m ilitary reserva­ 
tions in the new States, Dropose to vote at 
the coming elections, the Secretary of 
War informed complainants that such 
action is prohibited by law and will not 
be perm itted.

T h e 
H e r a ld ’s very straightforward 
exposition of the exorbitancy of the bid 
for school decks, reported favorably upon 
by the Committee on Supplies of the 
Board of Education, was the subject of a 
great deal of public comment yesterday. 
The case was so plain, and the design to 
rob the city was shown up so clearly by 
the figures, th at everybody was aston­ 
ished that so palpable a scheme could 
come so near succeeding as it did. 
It 
showed that there is a strong demand for 
the exercise of shrewd business judg­ 
ment in the Board, and a very close 
scrntiny of all money propositions that 
eome before it. 
W ith the vast sums that 
have been entrusted to this branch of the 
city government to be expended in the 
schools the next year, it is only right that 
the people should exact from the Board 
that honest care, circumspection and 
business tact which they give to their 
own private affairs. Nothing but the 
closest scrutiny and the most untiring 
vigilance will prevent schemers from 
successfully putting up jobs on them to 
fleece the city. 


It is to be hoped that the tragical re­ 
su lt of the late brutal fight at 8t. Louis 
may lead to a halt in the crsze for ring 
exhibitions. The authorities of that city 
have arrested the surviving pugilist and 
thoce who officiated at the ‘‘m ill,” as 
well as a number of the prominent spec­ 
tators. Ahern will be pat on trial for 
m urder, and those who assisted at the 
■how will be tried as accessories. It is 
about time th at something should be 
done to check ¿hese gladiatorial exhibi­ 
tions. The vigorous steps taken in Mis­ 
sissippi to vindicate the outraged law in 
the fight between Sullivan and Kil- 
rain, and the determined action of the 
St. Lonis authorities in this last tragical 
event, may lead public opinion all over 
the country to put an end to these 
brutal encounters. If the patrons of 
these exhibitions find that they can only 
assist at thqm even as spectators at the 
risk of arrest and exposnre, tbey will be 
apt to withhold their presence from 
them , and as this wonld cease to make 
them pay as a speculation, they would 
soon fall into desuetude. It is tho gate 
money that is in them which makes 
them so rife. 


Y e L * a i * a “ P re m e te r.» » 
In looking over one of the London pa­ 
pers recently, our Attention was attracted 
to a column of leaded m atter urging 
English investors to buy stock in a large 
American brewery property that had 
been purchased, capitalized and placed 
upon the market in the shape of shares. 
The article was fathered by a leading 
London broker firm, and it set forth in 
the most alluring and roseate colors the 
advantages to investors of placing their 
money in this stock. It declared that 
two American breweries (naming them ) 
were paying from 
16 
to 
32 
par 
cent, 
upon their 
capitalized 
stock, 
and that all who should purchase shares 
in this new concern would, in the lan­ 
guage of Dr. Samuel Johnson’s famous 
advertisem ent of the Thrale brewery, 
have their money invested in a business 
whose potentialities would enable them 
to grow rich beyond the dream s of 
avarioe. The particular brewery which 
these promoters are putting upon the 
stock m arket is perhaps paying some­ 
thing like th e interest stated, but not 
upon an inflated capital stock of the 
dimensions it would present after having 
gone through th e manipulations of the 
London promoter. We have seen in the 
L. J . Rose vineyard case th at the property 
had actually been inflated from $500,000 
to $1,750,000 in the process of passing 
through the hands of the promoters and 
brokers before it reached the innocent 
investor in its capitalized stock. 
After 
the brewery in question has gone through 
this process, it will be a marvel if the 
stockholders realize any more from their 
shares than has been realized from the 
Rose property. 
There was considerable 
patriotic growling at the start against the 
sweeping m anner in which English syn­ 
dicates 
were 
buying 
up 
Ameri­ 
can 
breweries. 
B ut now that we 
know 
how 
these 
syndicates 
are 
manipulated, 
we 
need 
have 
fear that we shall have to change onr 
foaming American lager to “ bitter Brit­ 
ish beer.” A part—and not a large part 
—of the money subscribed by confiding 
Englishmen to their brokers will find 
its way h ereto purchase the properties. 
That will rem ain with us, and in a few 
years the companies will collapse. The 
English investor will have bought his 
experience and we shall still have the 
breweries. 
We see th at an American 
syndicate has been organized to counter­ 
act the effect of the English absorption 
of American breweries. There is no 
need of it. The gay and festive English 
broker and promoter will do that for us, 
and the Britisher who has parted with 
his money will soon find himself with a 
few shares of worthless stock as the re­ 
sult of placing faith in the representa­ 
tions of the rosy advertisements and the 
tempting lying of hie “ fly” countrymen 
on 'change.

T hb parties who have exerted them ­ 
selves to revive the Produce Exchange 
in this city have been very successful in 
their endeavors, and an organization has 
been perfected that will commence active 
operations at once. 
If the members of 
this new organization will carry out their 
project on correct principles, it will ac­ 
complish a great deal of good both in the 
business and farming communities. 
But 
if it be run in the interest of cliques and 
selfish combinations for the mere pur­ 
pose of creating corners here and there— 
depressing prices unreasonably in some 
instances, and inflating them extrava­ 
gantly in others, it will not be of any 
benefit to any interest. 
The grand ob­ 
ject of the Board should be to encourage 
production by extending the scope of 
oar market and maintaining fair prices. 
If this is done, and the producers are 
treated on fair business principles, the 
Exchange will be a success and produc­ 
tive of great and positive benefit to our 
city and the farming community.

hope to see the new Board start out with 
wide, liberal and correct business views.

A R EPO B TER PLAYS DETECTIVE. 


T h e E x t o r t io n o f I n s u r a n c e . 
The mere statem ent that the premiums 
collected by the Iusarance combination 
on this Coast during the past ten years 
amounted to $26,300,000 against losses 
paid up of only $4,000,000, is enough to 
show that 
the rates are extortionate 
enough to trench npon the realm of rob 
bery. 
J a s t think of it, the people have 
in 
ten 
years 
paid 
the 
insurers 
$6 23 
for every one 
dollar of pro 
tection 
they 
have 
had 
from 
the 
companies! 
Nor 
is 
this 
all, 
by 
any means. W hilst they have paid this 
in their capacity as tbe insured, as 
property-holders they have paid in ex­ 
traordinary taxes, in order to lessen the 
risks of the companies, perhaps as much 
moro for fire machines and all the en­ 
ginery of security in cities against con­ 
flagration. We may well say that the 
Underwriters’ “ combine” has 
a soft 
thing. I t is no wonder they can afford 
to go to Sacramento, whenever the 
Legislature meets, with a plethoric sack 
to corrupt legislators and prevent the 
passage of measures that may interfere 
with their oppressive exactions from 
the people. 
They were there at the 
last session with their usual sack to do- 
feat the Mutual Insurance bill. That 
was a measure which authorized any 
number of citizens in any county to form 
a mutual insurance association against 
loss by any of its members from fire. 
One would think that a measure of this 
character wonld be unobjectionable from 
every standpoint; but the “ combine” 
fought it by fair means and foul iu both 
Houses. The people, however, especially 
in the farming counties, were aroused to 
the 
necessity 
of 
this 
kind 
of 
legislation, and brought so powerful a 
pressure to bear upon their representa­ 
tives that, in 
spite of 
the 
sack, 
the bill passed, and was sent to th e 
Governor. 
The combine got in their 
work in th e Execntive office, however, 
and W aterm an vetoed the measure, to 
the disgust and astonishm ent of every 
m an in the State outside of the Insur­ 
ance compact. 
W aterm an has done a 
great m any rash, foolish and we were 
going to say unprincipled things; but 
during b is incumbency of tbe Executive 
office he has done nothing that will re­ 
flect greater discredit upon his adm inis­ 
tration than the veto of the Mutual In ­ 
surance bill. 
That bill, or one embody­ 
ing its principles, will yet become a law. 


F a i l i n g * o f t h e F lo c k , 
The decision of the Directors of the 
Mechanics’ Institute to Buffer a Baby 
Show to be held íd the Pavilion is one 
which every intelligent m ale adult should 
“ study to resist.” The modern Baby 
Show is a fruitful source of mischief—a 
degenerate successor of that ancient dis­ 
play whose beneficent purpose was to 
ascertain what ailing or deformed or 
merely puny infants might most ad­ 
vantageously be Hung off a cliff. 
The 
object of th e modern baby show is not 
improvement of the race by assisting 
nature in “ weeding out,” nor is such the 
practical result. Prizes, we are told, are 
commonly bestowed by a committee of 
matrons, and necessarily fall to the fat­ 
test babe. 
In the matron’s ideal “ scale 
of being” the pudgiest, the most orbicular 
babe bolds the summit place, the first 
adiposition, so to speak. 
This is not as it should b e ; no true 
improvement in the race can be effected 
by encouraging our young to bury their 
noses in their cheeks and their knuckles 
under a mass of tissues overlying them 
like a boxing-glove. The prize winners do 
not become better men and women 
than their unsuccessful but more de­ 
serving com petitors; while the latter, be­ 
ginning life in the shadow of a great dis­ 
appointment, retain to the end of their 
days a Bharp Bense of injustice incompat­ 
ible with warm and elevated sentiments. 
The effect upon the characters of the 
beaten motherB is even more deplorable. 
Every mother of a defeated babe is con 
vinced, and in her own judgm ent rightly 
convinced, that her exhibit is incompar­ 
ably superior, physically, intellectually 
and morally, to the roly-poly impostors 
honored by the committee of matrons. 
Her wrath at 
the 
UDjust decision 
is deep, constant 
and 
lasting; 
it 
em bitters her life, sours 
her tem ­ 
per and — a worse calamity — spoils 
ner beauty. As to the fathers, the only 
discernible effect upon them of either 
winning or losing is to make these un­ 
worthies a trifle more asham ed of their 
offspring than they were before. 
“ The 
proud and happy father” has never had 
the advantage of existence outside the 
female consciousness, but if he really ex­ 
isted, the Baby Show would be fatal to 
both his pride and his happiness. 
In enumerating the manifold mischiefs 
that fly from that Pandora’s-box, the 
Baby Show, we are perhaps not justified 
in mentioning the desolating effect upon 
the committee of matrons whose action 
springs the lid. It is doubtful if the dis­ 
asters which themeelves incur can rightly 
be rated as evils in the larger sense cf 
the word; and, anyhow, tbe nature of 
tbem i f imperfectly known; for after 
making their award they commonly 
vanish 
from 
the 
busy 
haunts of 
women. The places which knew them 
know them no more forever, and their 
fate is involved in obscurities pervious 
only to conjecture. 
In view of this re­ 
grettable but apparently inevitable fact, 
it is desirable (if tho Baby Show cannot 
be averted) that the lady judges be se­ 
lected early, in order that our citizens 
may bestow upon them before they are 
taken from us some suitable testimonial 
of public esteem and gratitude, attesting 
the popular sense of their heroism in ac­ 
cepting the fatal 
distinction.—[S, 


A v e r y general impression prevails 
th at the appeal of the State in theNeagle 
case from the decision of the United 
States Circuit C ourt to the United States 
Supreme Court will result in no change 
in the interpretation given to the Federal 
jurisdiction by Judges Sawyer and Sabin.

The construction placed upon 
tbe powers of the Federal Courts in this 
decision, if confirmed by the United 
States Supreme Court, will give every 
petty Government official an immunity 
from local control that will lead to seri- 
on* friction between the State and Fed­ 
eral systems.

step in the direction of autocratic power,

There are no small number of diseases 
and derangements in the treatm ent of 
which it is infinitely better to restrict, 
for a tim e, the diet to milk. One natur­ 
ally becomes ‘ tired of it,” and any 
change, no m at'er how alight, is always 
most agreeable. As a variation in milk 
diet the following has 
been recom­ 
mended : H eat one quart of milk with 
one pound of sugar, and when the sugar 
is dissolved continue to heat at a boiling 
temperature for about ten minutes. Now 
cool it well,and then add,slowly stirring, 
a solution of one ounce of gelatine in a 
capful of water. Next add the juice of 
three or four lemons and three wine­ 
glassfuls of wine, brandy or other liquor. 
Set the glasses containing tbe mixture in 
a cold place, so that the contents may 
gelatinize. It is necessary to have the 
milk quite cold before the other ingred­ 
ients are added, as it would otherwise 
curdle.—[Boston Herald.

and with only $199 in the safe.

Faulkner made his fraudulent report to 
the United States Treasury.” 
George H . Wood, of W ashington, who 
has been connected with th e Treasury as 
exam iner of reports of National banka 
for the past twenty-five years, identified 
several Dansville bank reports.

AWFUL CATASTROPHE AT QUEBEC 


Seven Houses Crashed by F a llin g 
Rocks—Many People K illed 
and Injured.

Q u e b e c , September 19.—Tonight sev­ 
eral thousand tons of rock slid from Cape 
Diamond, at the end of the Dufferin ter­ 
race, to Champlain street,300 feet below, 
demolishing in its course seven dwell­ 
ings. 
Up to m idnight six bodies have 
been taken from the 
mine—Thomas 
Farrell and two of bis children; also two 
children nam ed Burke and one unknown 
child. 
Farreli’s mother-in-law, named 
Allen, and her bnsband are still in the 
ruins. 
About 
twenty-five 
persons 
have been removed from the debris 
badly injured. Some have broken arm s 
and legs, and others are badly crashed 
and mutilated. I t is supposed th at at 
least fifty persons are yet under the 
ruins. The debris covers the road in a 
solid mass, eome 300 feet in length and 
from fifteen to twenty-five feet high. It 
is impossible to Bay at preeent how many 
are dead and wounded. Everybody is 
working heroically, and under difficul­ 
ties, as the night is intensely dark and 
the electric light wires have been pros­ 
trated. 
Cries of “ Help! h elp ’” are heard from 
beneath the debris, but no help can be 
given. 
Very little progress is made in 
recovering bodies, owing to the stupend­ 
ous mass of rock covering the ruin. The 
body of a woman, named Mrs. Harrison, 
has just been pulled out of the debris. 
More rocks are falling, and it is feared 
the whole boulder forming the highest 
point ot Quebec will give way. 
Q u e b e c , September 20, 1 a. m .—The 
maes of rock detached from the cliff’s side 
left a vacant space of extraordinary di­ 
mensions under Dufferin terrace, and 
that great promenade is now unsafe. 
Thirteen corpses and sixteen wounded 
have now been taken out. 
The pecuni­ 
ary damage will be large. 
A force of G00 
men is now working on the debris.

A. O livier and J. M ackel were closed, the 
proprietors hav in g left th e business, and 
th e licensee of A lexander & P yle, A . E . 
R eith an d A. R ickenback w ere reported 
unpaid. 
A fter a sh o rt discussion, M r. 
K nox offered th e follow ing resolution, 
w hich w as adopted by th e b o a rd : 
Resolved, T hat the ordln&noes of the city in 
relation to the collection of licenses for retail 
liquor saloons be literally and rigidly enforced, 
and that th e co-operation of th e City Tax Col­ 
lector and City Attorney w ith thta departm ent 
for th at purpose be reapectfully requested. 
On m otion of M r. L indley th e licenses 
of th e th ree last-nam ed saloon-keepers, 
w hich rem ained u n p aid , w ere ordered 
revoked. 
T h e p etition of P aul N avara for a li­ 
cense was reported upon favorably by 
th e C hief of P olice; b u t M r.

PUBLIC 
WORKS. 


Several Blatters Investigated Yes­ 
terday Afteraasn. 
The Board of Public Works took its 
tour of inspection yesterday and visited 
a number of places where the property 
owners desire to make improvements. 
In response to a request from ex-Gov­ 
ernor Downey, who desired to have a 
stairway cut into the basement of his 
block, the board visited the premises. 
This 
entrance, if made, would 
oc­ 
cupy a large part of the sidewalk, and 
the hoard decided to recommend that 
the petition be denied, especially as it 
was evident that an entrance could be 
obtained in another manner. 
Some of 
the property owners on Jackson street 
desired it widened from ten to thirty 
feet where it opens into Los Angeles 
street. 
The street is thirty feet wide 
up to within 150 feet of Los Angeles 
street, and there it narro we down to ten 
feet. The board thought it would be well 
to widen it if the property owners will 
agree to pay for the land taken, which is 
held at $1,000 per front foot. 
Turner street has been sidewalked and 
curbed with the exception of a small 
portion in front of four lots. The people 
desire this attended to, and the board 
will recommend that it be done. 
Macy street, from Alameda street to 
the river, is not of a uniform width, nd 
the people who live there think that it 
should be opened throughout. The boa *d 
will take action in this matter today. 
The vacant lot to the north of the City 
Hall, which at some future time is to be 
a rra n g e d as a nark, has no sidewalk in 
front of it on Fort street. 
The board will 
recommend that the Superintendent of 
Streets do the work at once, for when 
the rains come on this place will be 
almost impassable. 
Ash street ends at Chavez street, and 
the property owners think it should go 
to New Main. The board will instruct 
the City Engineer to see if the street 
should not run through. 
The asDhalt pavement on Main street, 
between First and Third streets, is in 
very bad condition. In some places the 
cement foundation is entirely uncovered, 
and in other places the asphalt has 
bunched up so as to make driving un­ 
pleasant. 
The contractors guaranteed 
to keep this pavement in good order for 
five years, and as the time is not yet ex­ 
pired by about three years, the board 
will call upon them to make the repairs 
immediately. 
The 
bituminous 
lime 
rock pavement Bouth of Third street, 
which was put in at the same time, is in 
excellent condition. 
The board will recommend that the 
grading of Hill street be not accepted 
until a deed to a two-foot strip on each 
side of the street south of Pico street be 
given to the city. 
There will be a quantity of business 
before the board at its meeting today. 


Killed by the Kick off a Horse. 
The night before last a man named 
Beville, working in a corral in the city, 
was passing behind the stallB where the 
horses are kept. He laid his hand on 
one of the animals, which so startled the 
horse that he kicked the man in the 
groin, inflicting very severe injuries.

BURNED TO DEATH. 


Three Little Boys Lost la Pasa­ 
dena. 
Word was received early yesterday 
morning that three children had been 
burned to death at Pasadena. It appears 
that Mrs. Beacon, who resided on Cali­ 
fornia avenue in a two-story residence, 
put her three boys to bed in a room 
in the upper story

clothes 
away 
both from herself and her daughter. 
In 
the mean time the flames had spread so 
rapidly that the little boys were unable 
to get out, and despite the frantic efforts 
of the mother and the neighbors, who 
had been aroused, none of them were 
saved. 
The Fire Department was sum­ 
moned,but there were no water hydrants 
in the vicinity and nothing could be 
done. 
The boys were 6, 8 and 10 years 
of age, and were said to be bright and 
full of promise. 
Mrs. Beacon and her 
daughter were seriously burned, but it is 
thought that their injuries will not prove 
serious.
